National Stockman.) 

An important element, of course, 
in the profit of cattle feeding is the 
percentage of dressed meat which 
can be obtained from the carcass 


be | at slaughter. There is more or less 


variation in animals of the same 
breed, The feeder, too, has seme- 
thing to do with this; and it hap- 


Oa-| pens that there is no specific 


standard for determining just what 
a given lot of cattle will do when 
subjected to this test. The average 
good beeves put on the American 
market dress from 56 to 58 peunds 
to the hundred weight gross. 
Prize beeves often exceed 60 
pounds, and even 70 is occasionally 
closely approached, although peo- 
ple are very apt to be skeptical of 
this latter variety of figures. Not 
many feeders are in a position to 
determine what their cattle will 
dress, but many could learn by fol- 
lowing them into market, points in 
connection with this which would 
be of material benefit. It is not 
too much to say that not enough 
attention is generally given to this 
matter. A famous English feeder 
announces, after long years of ex- 
perience and observation, that his 
fat cattle have dressed just 51 1-7 
peunds. We do not now think of 
an American feeder of our ac- 
quaintance who attempts to keep a 
record bearing on the point.

But if we 
admit that the wool manufacturer 
would get his wool with the pres- 
ént tariff off, it would not enable 
-him to compete with manufacturers 
who buy wool at the same price 


and labor at forty per cent less.

THOUGH the argument for the 
immediate admission of Dakota as 
a State is an overwhelmingly strong 
one, there is no probability that the 
Democratic majority in the House 
will recognize the force of it at the 
present time.

From Alaska. 

WasHINGTON, Dec; 19.—The lease of 
the Alaska Commercial Company of 
the fur-sea! islands ef St. Paul and St. 
George, in Behring sea, wili expire in 
1890. The Commercial Company con- 
tends that its lease will be worthless if 
the government allows independent 
seal-fishing in the eastern part of 
Behring sea, over which it bas claimed 
exclusive jurisdiction. There is a 


movement already on foot in Wash- 
ington, however, to op the renewa! 
of the lease when it expires, and to 
throw open the fisheries to the general 
public. To-day, in response to a 
resolution introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Frye, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury sent the report submitted by 
Special Agent George A. Tingle, giving 
ap account of the fisheries on the 
seal islands during the last fiscal 
year. Tingle reports that during 
the year 99,996 skins were taken, an 
ave of 2,564 seals being killed per 
day fora period of 39 days. Tingle 
asks the Treasury Department to give 
the lessees authority to employ addi- 
tional natives from Alaska to teach 
thern the business of sealing. Death 
bas seriously depleted the native pop: 
ulation on St. George and St. Paul 
Islands. The natives ure paid 40 cents 
per skin taken. They esrn a Fa 
oy in about six weeks, and for the 
balance of the time crowd into their 
huts, without any ventilation or sani- 
tary arrangements, to emerge, at the 
end of their period of hibernation, 
quick victims to pneumonia and other 
pulmonary diseases. 

The sealers on St. Paul Island earn 
about $500 r annum, while a few 
Oonalaska Indians, brought to the 
rookeries to assist in the killing sea- 
son, can only make about $80 each for 
the season, The natives of the islands 
have sait, fuel, fish, fresh seal meat, 
medicines, the seryice of a physician 
and schooling furnished free by the 
Cam mercial pny & Seventeen 
deaths occurred on St. Paul Island be- 
tween June ist and July 12th last, ow- 
ing to the babits of life of the Indians. 
Not a white man has died on the 
island in five years, The total native 
population on St. Paul Island is 237, 
and on St. George island 112. Thereis 
a la excess of females on both 
islands, owing to the tenets of the 
Greek Church, which forbids mar- 

where most extreme relation- 
ship exists, 

An estimate has been made by one 
of the government officials on the 
islands, showing thatin the height of 
the season there were 6,735,750 seals in 
the rookeries, but he does not think 
the actual number there will exceed 
one-fourth of this estimate. He urges 
that the government should exert 
every means to preserve the seals. 
After a recapitulacion of the operations 
of independent sealers in Behring sea, 
mavy of whom were captured during 
the season by government vessels, 
he estimates that 30,000 skins were 
taken by marauders, and that this 
catch represented the wounding and 
killing of upward of 300,000 seals.

ED ON ASERIOUS CHARGE. 


The Darky Expresseman Charged 
with Mape—A Mistery eof the 
©ase--The Girl's Stery—Prelim- 
inary Hearing to Take Place 
To-Meorreow. 


This community bas been agi- 
tated for several days past by ru- 
mors of a case of seduction in which 
the names of Henry Henderson, a 
well-known colored expressman, 
and Stella, the fifteen-year-old 
daughter of Mrs — — Jose, residing 
on First street, near Virginia, fig- 
ured as the principals. As the re- 
port spread indignation iucreased, 
and in order to properly present 
the factsfo the public a GaZzeTrTE 
representative investigated the case 
which has forits basis the follow- 
ing: Henderson, or “Nigger 
Henry,’’ as be is familiarly known, 
has, up to a short time ago, occu- 
pied a atable in the rear of the Jose 
residence, and being there fre- 
quently, had ample opportunity for 
laying his plans for the crime he is 
accused of. He ingratiated him- 
self into the guod graces of Stella, 
who is a buxom young girl, ma- 
tured far beyond her years. Hend- 
erson frequently drove the children 
out for ano airing, an! made himself 
agreeable in other ways. Some 
time ago his attentions became so 
open that Mrs, Jose had her sus- 
picions aroused, and finally ordered 
bim out of the house; and although 
she taxed her daughter with hav- 
ing been intimate with Henry, the 
girl sturdily denied the charge and 


does to this day. As time passed 
changes in the physical appearance 
of her daughter made manifest to 
the mother that her worst fears 
| were realized, and she at times was 
on the eve of calling iu a physiciaa, 
but pride prevented. 


WHAT MRS. JOSE SAYS. 


The above is the story which bas 
been discussed by our citizens. 
This much learned the reporter 
proceeded to the residence of Mrs. 
Jose for the purpose of hearing from 
the mother’s own lips the stury of 
her daughter's ruin. He found her 
dis to talk, and unhesitatingly 
stated that it was her belief that 
her daughter had been tampered 
with, and accused Henderson of the 
crime, Shesaid: ‘Nobody knows 
what trouble that nigger has caused 
me. He took advantage of my hus- 
band being away, and ruined my 
daughter. Why, I found that my 
daughter was carrying his watch 
in her bosom, and that [the time 
I ordered him out of the house and 
told my daughter never tospeak to 
him again. I[ then accused her ef 
baviog had improper reiations with 
bim. She denied it, but said one 
nigbt he endeavored to persuade her 
to go to the barn with him, but she 
refused. When I spoke to Hender- 
son about it he denied it, but my 
daughter again repeated it, and | 
Heuderson bung his head in a 
shame-faced way. One night a 
roomer in my house found a ladder 
belonging to Henderson placed 
against the rear of the house close 
to the window of my daughter's 
room. 

In conclusion Mrs. Jose said that 
she bad tried remedies to bring her 
physical condition 
around to ite natural state, but 
without avail, and she was con- 
strained to believe that her child 
was enceinte. Acting on advice 
proffered by the GAZETTE repre- 
sentative, a physician was called 
and an examination of the young 
girl’s person made, so that no mis- 
take could possibly be made in 

lacing the blame where it properly 
longed. What the result of the 
diagnosis was could not be learned 
from pe 8 em a recourse was 
again had to the mother, whostated 
that an examination had been 
made and “it’’ was pronounced 
simply a cold, and a change of cli- 
mate ordered. 

All this transpired about two 
weeks ago, siuece which time it has 
become certain that the ‘‘cvld’ 
story was a fairy tale. Recognizing 
the fact that a concealment of the 
true state of affairs vould no longer 
exist, the girl is said to have made 
a full confession, which is to the ef- 
fect t»at on or about August Ist at 
a late bour, she was awakened, and 
looking up beheld Henderson, par- 
tially undress@ |, standing over her. 
He then, as she alleges, by threats 
of “doing something desperate,’’ 
compelled her to submit to bim. 
After aatiating bimeelf, the dusky 
Lothario left the room ashe had en- 
tered it—by a ladder reaching from 
the rear yard to ber window. This 
p-rformance, the child stated, was 
repeated at different intervals, 
amounting in all to four or five 
visits in the course of a few weeks. 
For fear of the uegro and puuish- 
ment from ber mother, the child 
states, she refrained from telling 
her dreadful story until yesterday, 
when she broke down aud confessed 


all. 

The story bas thrown this com- 
munity into the greatest excite- 
ment. ,

Prominent Players and How They 
Commit the Lines of 
| Their Parts. 


**One of the most curious and in- 
comprehensible things to the publie 
in general in regard to theatrical 
people, is the manner in which they 
commit their parts to memory,” said 
a well-known actor and manager last 
week. ‘Only the other day a prom- 
inent man said to me: ‘ act of 
studying and remembering parts of 
plays has always seemed to me to be 
a most notable and laborious accom- 
plishment.’ Well, it may not be so 
very notable, but it is undoubtedly 
in many cases extremely laborious. 
There are, however, many exceptions. 
Some people are able to learn their 
parts with rapidity and ease. I have 
seen some professional people take 
hold of a part, when there was n° es- 
pecial need of memorizing it in a brief 
space of time and after reading it over, 
learn it perfectly in a marvelously 
short time. It is not the best actor 
who can memorize the quickest. To 
some of the most prominent people 
on the stage the task of committing 
their parts is a hard one. * As a man- 
ager I always preferred to have 
around me people to whom this work 
was difficult. I felt surer with them. 
Iknew they had a well-disciplined 
memory and when once they had 
learned their parts they could be de- 
pended upon. Butthere are excep- 
tions toallrules. Irecall an instance 
of a young actor, who was in a com- 
pany I had in Washington, some 
years ago. He was a bright fellow, 
and had a fine stage appearance, but 
he had the most unretentive memory 
I ever knew. When he had, after 
great labor, learned a part he would 
often, at the critical time, forget 
some of it. At last he got discour- 
aged and I got disgusted. He is now 
a prosperous farmer in Michigan. 


HOW GREAT ACTORS STUDY. 


**T can always tell an actor’s tem- 
perament by the manner in which he 
studies his part. It is a fine index 
to his character. Any one who has 
ever seen Irving study can attest the 
truth of thatassertion. Hetakes the 
utmost pains with every line and 
word. He weighs he syllable as 
though his life depended upon it. 
He studies slowly, not because of 
any difficulty in memorizing, for he 
has no such difficulty, but because 
he pays the same attention tothe de- 
tails of the lines of the play as he 
does to the details of the scenery. 

‘Booth is another actor who was 
most careful in his study, but it has 
been so long since he learned a new 
part that the task would now be al- 
most a novelty to him. Poor Ned 
Sothern was a very interesting actor 
to be seen learning a part. There 
was nothing slovenly about his work. 
He learned easily, but he was accus- 
tomed to pace up and down the floor
